The employment of young girls 
to enact scones ,from well-known 
theatrical. plays, which has. been 
extensively _ dono by, Hongkong 
Chinese tea houses is‘niow tabooed,, 


It. is jis four or five years ago 
since tea house masters first’ en. 
livened ‘tho dull, ‘if 
atmos pheré of tea rooms by en- 
goging . singing girls at night. The 
innovation proyed ‘an immense 
success, but about nine montha 
ago the more enterprising tea house 
proprietors decided to go one 
further and angaged ‘umateur girl 
actresses to amuse customers. In 
Jeading establishments ornate stages 
were set up, brilliantly lit with 
coloured bulbs, and budding 
uctresses presented short scenes, in 
proper theatrical garments:
